fhe Congressman from the Eighth Explains 
His Position-The State Platform De- 
manded Something of This Kind. 


Washington, June  22.—(Special.)—The 
Hatch anti-option bill passed the house 
this afternoon by a vote of 150 to 86, but 
# did not carry with it the amendment of 
giver which Mr. Pence had proposed to of- 
fer. 

Colonel Livingston, who presided in the 
gommittee of the whole, is an ardent and 
earnest silver man, and thought seriously 
of allowing it to come in, but Mr. Hatch 
and other prominent men in the house ad- 
vised against such an outrage upon the 
rules of the house. Colonel Livingston 
upon second thought agreed that it would 
pot do, and advised Mr. Pence not to offer 
it. Thus the question did not come up 
until the bill was reported back to the 
house and Mr. Bailey was in the chair as 
acting speaker. Then Mr. Hartman, of 
Montana, moved that the bill be recom- 
mitted with instructions to the committee 
to report it back with an amendment pro- 
viding for the free coinage of silver. Mr. 
Bailey, however, promptly ruled it out of 
order and that ended the silver part of the 
proceedings, 

On the passage of the anti-option bill, 
the Georgia delegation divided. Messrs. 
Livingston, Maddox, Moses and Tate voted 
for it. Judge Lawson declined to vote. 
Messrs. Black, Lester, Cabaniss, Russell 
and Turner voted against it.

I asked several of the Georgians after 
they had cast their vote@sto give their rea- 
son for same, as some voted one way and 
some the other. Of the four who voted for 
the bill, Judge Maddox wil] express the 
views of all in giving his own reasons. 
Judge Maddox said: 

“I voted for the bill because the platform 
adopted in the Georgia state convention in 
2 declared for it. The eleventh section 
of that platform declared, ‘We demand that 
congress Shall pass such laws as will ef- 
fectualiy prevent the dealings in futures of 
all agricultural and mechanical produc- 
tions; providing a stringent system of pro- 
géedure in trials that will secure prompt 
fnviction, and imposing such penalties as 
hal] secure the most perfect compliance 
With the law.’ 

He Was Nominated on It. 

| “This plank was readopted as a part of 
the platform of the convention Which nom- 
inated me at Chickamauga. Therefore, you 
see, if { had no other reasons for voting for 
t, this is sufficient in itself. As to the 
tlaim that-it is undemocratic, I have to 
Sty that the Georgia convention which 
adopted this platform was one of the larg- 
eet and best representative bodies of the 
Party that ever assembled in the State, and 
it passed without a dissenting voice. I do 
not belong to that class of representatives 
Who claim to be wiser and more democratic 
than the people they represent. I desire to 
feflect the views of my constituents, and if 
My vote is wrong, the people are wrong. 
I told them that I would endeavor to see

HE WROTE ANONYMOUS LETTERS, 


And the Emperor's Chamberlain Is 
in Trouble. 

Berlin, June 22.—For some time past 
Some of the exalted personages in Berlin 
have been receiving anonymous letters con- 
taining most infumous accuSations and 
conveying dire threats. The emperor in- 
terested himself in detecting the author of 
these scandalous letters and as a result of 
his investigation has personally caused 
the arrest of his own chamberlain, Von 
Kotze, whom he charges with tbe offense 
General von Hahnke, chief of the em- 
peror’s militia staff, made the arrest 
driving to the chamberlain’s residence in a 
State carriage for that purpose. The pris. 
oner was put into the carriage and driven 
to the military prison on Linden-strasse. 
The arrest created an enarmous sensa- 
tion. Von Kotze is one of the masters of 
ceremonies at state functions. Many 
of the leaders of Berlin fociety have for 
the past feur years been persecuted with 
anonymous letters making all sgorts. of 
Shameful accusations against their charac- 
ters. All attempt to trace the origin of 
these letters has hitherto been fruitless. 
The exact time of the arrest is not yet 
known, but there is reason to suspect that 
Von Kotze returned to Berlin from Schrie- 
bershau on Saturday to be present at the 
ceremony of laying the corner stone of the 
new cathedral at Lustgarten on Sunday 
and was immediately taken ihto custody. 
The friends of the disgraced man maintain 
that he is insane. 


WILL MAKE IT GooD. 

New York Bankers Will Return Gold 
to the Treasury. 
Washington, June 22.—The treasury gold 
reserve at the close of business today stood 
$51,902,746. This heavy reduction Since yes- 
terday was caused by the withdrawal of 
$2,380,000 in gold from the New York sub- 
treasury today for European export to- 
morrow. Of the more than $5,000,000 gold 
taken for export within the past three 
days, only $500,000 has been returned to 
the treasury by the New York city banks, 
though it is still said by treasury officials 
that the banks will make the treasury 
loss of gold good. 


attion of the Banks. 

New York, June 22.—It is announced this 
evening that the banks have finally decided 
positively to reimburse the treasury for 
the gold exported this week. These ex- 
ports amount to $7,700,000. Of this amount, 
the banks have already paid $1,000,000, and 
the remainder will be in the subtreasuary 
vaults by tomorrow night. The banks will 
contribute the total amount, it is under- 
stood, in proportion to their holdings of 
specie. The definite conclusion to aid the 
treasury in this manner was reached only 
at a late hour this afternoon. 


COLONEL DYER TALKS 


About What Was Accomplished by 

the New York Meeting. 

New York, June 22.—The Mvuthern Devel- 
opment Association, for the convention of 
southerners and New York capitalists, 
which met yesterday, has formed a per- 
manent organization and given it a name. 
It concluded its business in this city earl 
this morning. The outcome of the deliber- 
ations yesterday was the appointment of 
a permanent committee on organization, 
who are to prepare plans for the formation 
of local committees, who will endeavor, 
by laying the advantages which the south 
possesses before northern and eastern capi- 
talists, to promote the various commercial 
interests of the southern states. 

After midnight the committee on organi- 
zation held a session which did not con- 
clude until 2 o’clock this morning. Captain 
Hugh R. Garden presided. A number of 
suggestions were thrown out, and it was 
finally decided that each of the twenty-five 
members who compose the committee 
should submit a plan at the next meeting 
of the committee, which will be held at 
Captain Garden’s office, No. 33 Nassau 
street, July 12th. 

Colonel D. B. Dyer, of Augusta, Ga., the 
originator of the movement, said today 
that one of the chief things to he done 
would be to make arrangements with the 
various transportation companies connect- 
ing with the south to run monthly excur- 
sions at cheap rates. This would enable 
people from New York and other eastern 
and northern cities to visit the south, 
and judge for themselves of its great 
natural advantages. “I have,’’ Colonel Dyer 
said, “‘invested over $1,000,000 in southern 
property. The great natural advantages of 
the south only require to* be better known 
to be appreciated. We have good land, 
minerals and gold in abundance, extensive 
coal fields and immense timber regions. 
Besides, we have any quantity of water 
power. We will appoint local committees 
in each county, who will act under a state 
committee, who will act with the committee 
on organization. We will get landholders 
to give a three or four years’ option at a 
very reasonable price on land of all de- 
scriptions, and a similar option on wat@r 
power. We shall establish a bureau of 
information in New York, which will ex- 
tensively advertise our advantages, which 
will also impress on suitable immigrants 
the prospects they may look forward to 
if they will make the south their home. 
We must have good immigrants to open 
up our country. A lot of money has been 
wasted by individuals in trying to promote 
colonization and improvement in the south, 
but, now that we have succeeded in estab- 
lishing a permanent organization und en- 
listing the sympathies and co-operation of 
the New York business men and financiers, 
1 think there is a great future in store 
for the south.’

Tillman and Batler Spend Another Day 
Slinging Mud. 


VERY LITTLE ABOUT PUBLIC AFFAIRS. 


The Two Candidates Appear to Be 
the Chief Issues. 


SENATOR MATT GROWS DEFIANT. 


He Dares the Governor to Touch Him 
Up on His Private Character—The 
Governor Had the Crowd. 


Camden, S. C., June 22.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Tillman had the crowd again at the 
campaign meeting.here today in: point of 
numbers, but the lambasting was done by 
General Butler. It has got to a point now 
where the last man that speaks puts the 
spice into the debate. At Chester General 
Butler roasted the governor, who retaliated 
yesterday in a somewhat milder vein, 
though severe for all that at Lancaster, 
while today General Butler had the reply, 
and he got in some hard licks. 

For being denominated “Coxey Butler” 
he gets even by dubbing the governor ‘“‘New 
sold Tillman,” after the Texas detective, 
who kicked up the racket at Columbia 
several weeks ago, and who was declared to 
be the governor’s bodyguard, on a salary of 
$150 per month, taken from the taxpayers. 

Governor Tillman was in a fine humor 
today. He did not need any argument to 
win the crowd. He just rattled along in 
his own inimitable style, saying he was go- 
ing to the senate, and that if Butler wanted 
to play ball he (Tillman) would pitch ’em 
hotier than the general could take ’em. 
Outside of Butler’s speech, which is given 
at greater length on account of its spici- 
ness, there were practically no noteworthy 
features. John Gary Evans caught the 
crowd and even waked up more enthusiasm 
than ‘did Tillman. The governor told the 
crowd that Butler had been abusing him, 
but that he had just pulled up Butler’s 
shirt at Lancaster yesterday, “lifted the 
hide and put the salt on him.’’ He an- 
nounced that if Butler wanted to stop that 
style of debate he would also drop it. He 
had lived for five years under a calcium 
light. They had “burned the woods and 
sifted the ashes and have not caught one 
louse.” (Laughter.) If Butler would make 
any charges openly he would prove them 
false. Butler’s record was far more fishy 
than his. After saying he was going to 
Washington, the governor declared he would 
take his pitchfork with him and “stick it 
in Cleveland’s old fat ribs.”’ 

The governor said that congress was full 
of driftwood, but if the people would send 
him there they would have one good, hard 
piece of timber that would not rot. 
| Butler Comes Back. 

General Butler then spoke. He said the 
thirty-nine lashes he had put on Tillman’s 
back at Chester had taught him a salutary 
lesson. He had met the governor more 
than half way in the beginning, but the 
governor, at the very first opportunity, had 
reduced the debate to the level of a dog 
fight. 

The general then proceeded to retaliate 
for his new name of Coxey. He declared 
he got his adherents from his fellow coun- 
trymen, and he did not send to Texas and 
make the taxpayers pay $150 per month to 
guard him. So, with all propriety, he would 
call the governor “Newbold” Tillman. 
(Laughter.) Whatever friends went with 
him did not have their expenses paid by the 
taxpayers. ‘“‘The governor talks about be- 
ing assassinated. That powder has been 
burned too often.’’ Turning to the gov- 
ernor, he added: “I will guard you myself; 
and in heaven’s name stop that two-penny 
demagogism.”’ 

The crowd seemed to get hilarious at the 
general’s thrusts at the governor, and 
he went on to say that when he got 
through with the governor he would not 
be worth killing. (Laughter, and a cry: 
“Tillman won't die!’’) “That is all non- 
sense, and the governor is talking it for the 
purpose of exciting sympathy. The gov- 
ernor says he did not go to Darlington 
because his enemies wanted to kill him. 
What hé he done to be killed? 
He is historically inaccurate when he says 
that Davis and Lincoln did not go to the 
front. They made frequent visits there, 
and they almost had to drag Davis from 
the field—but I did not say that the govern- 
or was a coward.”’ 

The Governor—Didn’t you say I ran at 
Hamburg? 

General Butler—I said it had been stated 
to me, and the man who said so promised 
to verify it with a certificate. 

The Governor Defied. 
Governor Tillman—Give me his name. 
This colloquy was rather warm, and the 

crowd began to dip in until General Butler 
could not be heard. He went on speak- 
ing, however, and said he proposed to have 
fair play, and he wanted the two men who 
were on the stand to keep their mouths 
shut. There were not enough men in the 
county to intimidate him. ‘“‘Nobody dep- 
recates personal interchanges more than 
I do. Governor Tillman has never met 
my argument. He has nothing but per- 
sonal abuse and vilification, and when you 
take that out only thé skeleton is left.” 

A Voice—They need abuse. 

“Tl have concluded that it is impossible 
for him to make a speech otherwise. He 
warmed my jacket, and 1 took it like a 
man. I did not plead the baby act like 
he has done today, and if it has the effect 
of teaching him good manners and making 
him behave himself,’ it will have accom- 
plished a good thing. The governor speaks 
of my private character. God bless his 
soul, when he gets ready he is welcome to 
attack it, and if he would do it openly I 
would have much more respect for him. 
But let me adménish him. He Said yester- 
day that in Edgefield an insult meant a 
fight or a funeral. That is true; but they 
don’t come back the next day and say 
‘You are another,’ and say the reason they 
did not resent it is because he is governor 
of the state and did not want to involve 
other people in it. I commend him for 
that, but if he did not resent the insult 
because he was governor, why did he offer 
an insult while he was governor? That is 
the baby act, and it won’t win. So I 
give him absolute liberty, as far as I am 
concerned, to attack my private character, 
and when he and I get through the private 
character business, if he don’t come out be- 
hind, I will be badly mistaken. I heard of 
the governor’s tactics before I left Wash- 
ington. I heard that detectives had been 
sent there to inquire and spy into my char- 
acter, but they had to come home with 
their fingers in their mouths. 

“Yesterday Governor Tillman made a 
threat to inquire into my private character. 
I will say to any man who wants to en- 
ter that domain that the legislature 
of South Carolina unanimously elected me 
to the senate in spite of rumors.” He did 
not think that the governor’s explanation 
concerning his statement as to a shortag 

explained anything. - If, 


as the governor said, the $19,000 was put 


down in another place, still he got the cred- 
it for it twice. An expert had this morning 
examined the report and had made out the 
shortage $100,000. 

The Crowd Joins. 

Governor Tillman interrupted him, and the 
general told hin, to take his punishment 
like a man, and not whine like a whipped 
baby when he was putting it to him. He 
said that he had examined the dispensary 
act carefully and he found no authocity for 
the governor making purchases in 
excess of the appropriation, and no nft-an 
would be able to find authority thevetor, 
whether lawyer or layman. He had vio- 
lated the constitution. The whisky consta- 
bles had taken $2 per day out of tne puck- 
ets of the taxpayers, and some of them 
were getting $8 per day from the whisky 
men to keep their eyes shut and their 
mouths closed while they were running 
blind tigers. Talk about the whisky men 
trying to break up the distilery; they had 
as good a thing as they wanted. They 
did not want it stopped when they were 
paying no tax except to Tillman's consta- 
bles. He heard all about it at the time, 
and Governor Tillman must have heard of 
it also, or he was very short-sighted. ‘Mr. 
James A. Holland,” said the general, ‘‘told 
me that one of the governor's +jies told 
him that when the supreme court ceclared 
the dispensary act unconstitutional the #cVv- 
ernor had advised him to get an internal 
revenue license and open a blind tiger in 
Edgefield, and that he went chead nil 
sold liquor where it had not been sold be- 
fore in twenty years. In addition to this, 
another constable in Barnwell opened a 
saloon three days after the decision was 
rendered. The governor was 80 paralyzed 
by the decision that he wanted riot and 
revel and bloodshed, and he encouriged 
drunkenness and bloodshed to show wkat 
a wonderful thing the dispensary was.” 

Tomorrow the meeting will be at Sumter. 
Governor Tillman will have the conclusion.

“0 BOYCOTT THE PULLMAN CARS 


Unless the Trouble at Pullman Is 
Shortly Settled. 

“hicago, June 22.—Unless the Pullman Pal- 
ace Car Company consents, within five days, 
to arbitrate its differences with its late 
employes, who are now on a strike at Pull- 
man, Ill., a boycott will be declared by the 
American Railway Union on every Pullman 
car on the railroads where the union has its 
organization. This assertion was made last 
night by President Debs and Vice President 
Howard, of the union. The action was de- 
cided on at the last session of the officers, 
who have the matter of procedure entrusted 
to them. It was resolved by the union in 


this convention to levy an assessment of 5 


cents a week on all members of the union 
for the relief of the Pullman ‘strikers. 

President Debs said that the Illinois Cen- 
tral and the Monon roads would gladly cut 
off all Pullman cars, and that all the large 
cities of the states west of the Alleghenies 
and east of the Rockies would join in the 
boycott.

GETTING IT UNDER CONTROL. 


The Fire at the Mary Lee Mines Is 
Burning but Not Spreading. , 


Birmingham, Ala., June 22.—(Sp2al.)— 
The fire in the Mary Lee coal mines its 
still burning. However the men who are 
fighting it have it under control to th= ex- 
tent of preventing it from spreadiig much 
further. The coal seam that is burning is 
quite a thick one, and it will be some time 
before the flames can be entinguished. 

No further deaths have occurred is the 
result of the disaster. J. A. Barker and 
John White are still in a critical conditicn 
and may not survive. 

One hundred miners have taken advan- 
tage of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Puil- 
way Company's offer of free transportation 
and gone north. 

It is reported that the striking miners 
are preparing to hold a big imeeting at 
Blue Creek tomorrow.

TWO MAD SENATORS. 


Harris and Hill Have a Sharp Passage 
at Arms. 


THEY ‘TALK MUCH OF MANNERS. 


Each Taunts the Other in a Childish 
Way About His Behavior. 


PATTON PAYS A TRIBUTE TO GRADY, 


Jarvis, the New Senator from North 
Carolina, Makes a Strong Speech in 
Favor of the Income Tax. 


Washington, June 22.—In the morning half 
hour the senate passed a bill to incorporate 
the supreme lodge of Knights of Pythias; 
also a senate bill making the first Monday 
in September every year (Labor Day) a 
legal holiday. 

At 10:30 o’clock the tariff bill was taken 
up, the question being on the income tax 
sections, 

An argument in favor of the principle of 
an income tax was made by Mr. Kyle, pop- 
ulist, of South Dakota. 

Mr. Vest, on behalf of the finance com- 
mittee, presented a substitute for the 
amendments heretofore offered in relation 
to mutual insurance and benefit associa- 
tions; also an amendment reducing the ex- 
emption from $4,000 to $3,000 a year; also an 
amendment for the reduction in the assess- 
ment of banks, railroads and other corpo- 
rations, of the “actual operating expenses, 
interest on bonded debt and losses.”’ 

The amendments were ordered to be 
printed. 

Then Mr. Teller made am argument in fa- 
vor of the principle of an income tax. 

Mr. Sherman addressed the senate in an 
argument against the income tax. He be- 
lieved it to be a fair and just mode of 
raising revenue, but did not think that it 
was wise, as there was no necessity for it. 

Mr. Patton, republican, the new senator 
from Michigan, appointed in place of the 
late Senator Stockworidge, enterea into the 
debate for the first time, and made a 
speech in opposition to the pending tariff 
— Replying to Walsh. 

Replying to the speeches of Senators 
Walsh and Blanchard, Mr. Patton denied 
that they had refuted the charge of sec- 
tionalism made against the Dill. Mr. Pat- 
ton devoted some of his time to an eloquent 
appeal to the south, in which he said: 

“fet me say to these senators, if they 
would listen to the voices from the south; 
if they would point to the smoke signals 
which have waved in the sky trom Atianta 
and Birmingham and Sheffield; if they 
would come out of the mists of the past 
and denounce the mumbling over dead is- 
sues and get away from the doctrine of 
free trade, which was the corner stone 
of that confederate constitution which was 
shot to death by the armies of the union 
and perished at Appomattox, their. re- 
sources will not remain undeveloped. Let 
them listen to the voice of the new south, 
which is surely coming with the triumph 
of protection, already heralded by the 
groundswell of popular approval at every 
opportunity the people have had to apolo- 
gize for the great mistake of 1892. The 
doctrine this side of our chamber advo- 
eates is as broad as our country. It will 
do for Alabama, the Virginias, Louisiana 
and Georgia what it has already done for 
Ohio and Michigan. Let them denounce 
and disclaim the General Rossers and 
Rev. Caves who are still falsifying history 
and fanning the almost extinct embers of 
past bitterness, and welcome the northern 
immigrant into the great states which only 
require the magic touch of capital and la- 
bor to become hives of industry, surrouned 
by a people enjoying comforts and luxuries 
of life inseparable from the high wages the 
protected American workman has hereto- 
fore received.” 

A Tribute to Grady. 

Before leaving this subject Mr. Patton 
spoke eloquently of the late Henry W. 
Grady, “whose grave was still crowned 
with the immortelles of our affectionate 
admiration. In his brief life,’’ continued 
Mr. Patton, “he accomplished great things 
for his country, and was as 
eloquent in Speech as he was 
great-souled and tender-hearted. A 
true lover of his country, he saw the fu- 
ture with unclouded vision. He believed in 
protection, and sought to build up his sec- 
tion. He turned his back on the bitterness 
and mistakes of the sad past, and with 
beautiful word pictures painted a future 
of industrial development for the states of 
the south which is an inspiration to better 
things. He had an all-embracing patriot- 
ism, which reached out the hand of friend- 
ship to the north and has done much to 
bring us all together.” 

Mr. Allen, populist, of Nebraska, advo- 
cated the income tax provisions of the bill 
hnd defended the populist party from the 
charge that it proposed to override prop- 
erty rights. 

Jarvis Makes a Hit. 

Jarvis, the successor of the late Senator 
Vance, made his first speech in the senate 
today, and it was in advocacy of the in- 
come tax. Tall, of commanding rlresence, 
with a fine voice and splendid delivery, his 
debut was quite triumphant. 

The question, said he, was purely @ 
question of taxation. There was 4 certain 
amount of money to be realizei tor the 
support of the national government, and 
the question was, where and how that 
money was to be raised. The senator from 
Ohio, Sherman, said ‘“‘put the burden on 
sugar; the senators from New England 
said ‘put it on manufactured goods,” and 
the senators from New York said “put it 
on the collars and cuffs that the people 
wear.” (Laughter.) His idea was that, in 
imposing the burdens or taxation, tne 
heaviest portions should be put upon those 
best able to bear them, and the lightest on 
those least able to bear them. 

Referring to Mr. Hill's prediction that 
the passage of an income tax would sound 
the death knell of the democratic party, 
Jarvis said: “If the democratic party has 
no higher mission than to bow at the foot 
stool 
accumulated weaith of the country, the 
sooner it dies, the better. (Applause in the 
galleries.) As I understand democracy, it 
means sympathy with the struggling peo- 
ple of the country. It means, while it pro- 
tects property, to go into ‘he highways 
and by-ways to take in its great arms the 
laboring people, and to lift them up intd™a 
higher and better life. I, for one, thank 
God that the democratic party is today in 
the hands of those who have the courage 
to take some of the burdeng from the peo- 
ple and put them on the accumuilatea 
wealth of the country. Instead of this bill 
sounding the death knell, I believe that it 
is the first step onward to a higher pros- 
perity and a more glorious career for the 
democrat‘* nartr.”’ 

Mill and Harris Spar. 

It was tcn minutes past 6 when Jarvis re- 
sumed his seat. Immediately Mr. Hill took 
the floor and suggested that as he desire] 
to reply at some length the senate should

And, now the sen- 
ator from Tennessee wanted to crowd him 
in replying to half a iozen speeches made 
today against him and his state. 

Harris said that he did not quite sve why 
the senator from New York assum-d ihe de- 
clining of a motion to adjourn vas aimed 
at him. 

Hill said that he assumed it inferentially. 
The senator from Tennessee had said that 
the day had been wasted. “It has been,” 
Harris interposed. 

‘There are some senators,’ said Hill, sar- 
castically, “who think that when they 
themselves do not participate in debate, all 
the time is wasted. I say that time has not 
been wasted. The senate was 
ready yesterday to vote a 
$4, 000 exemption. I attacked that 
provision in my speech. A change has 
come over the spirit of their dream. The 
clouds are breaking and today an amend- 
ment has been offered by the finance com- 
mittee to make the exemption $3,000. Who 
can tell what changes may be made to- 
morrow? We are making progress. We are 
making great progress.’” He added that the 
action of the senator from Tennessee, under 
the circumstances, was cruel and unjust, and 
unworthy of that senator. 

Tit for Tat. 

‘The senator from Tennessee,’”’ said Har- 
ris, ‘‘takes the responsibility most cheerful- 
ly and gladly. 

‘‘Because he cannot avoid it,’’ Hill snap- 
ped in. 

“Because he chooses to do it,” 
said. ; 

‘‘T will put some other responsibility on the 
senator,’’ Mr. Hil] threatened. 

‘“‘Proceed,”’ Harris said, defiantly, and sen- 
ators and spectators laughed.

I will not have pianta- 
tion manners exhibited here. I intend to 
take my time.” 

“That. Harris retorted with bitterness, 
‘is the manners of the slums of New York.”’

Hill then, in a calmer tone, presented pe- 
titions from the city of New York cgainst 
the income tax.

The cheap rates tp summer resort lands 
have caught the public and the trains 
that go out of Atlanta are crowded every 
day to all points of pleasure in this whole 
section of the country. 

All of the railroads are getting full bene- 
fit of the reductions made by the Southern 
Passenger Association for the summer 
tourists and the traffic is increasing every 
day. 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia will have a great run this season to 
the sea coast points. This fact is already 
made apparent by the crowds that g0 
down to the islands each week. 

The sleeping car accommodations are 
spoken for in advance by the pleasure 
seekers of Atlanta and other places and 
the cars go crowded to Brunswick every 
day, particularly Saturday nights, when 
the special run is made by the East Ten- 
nessee. Cumberland and St. Simon’s were 
never more popular than they are proving 
this season and the East Tennessee pas- 
senger department is feeling the increase 
of traffic very materially. 

To the Tennessee resorts the Western 
and Atlantic and the East Tennessee are 
dividing traffic. The cheap rates are car- 
rying many to the heights of Lookout 
mountain, Tate Springs and all the noted 
places in the Cumberland mountains. The 
railroads to the north out of Atlanta are 
getting quite a pull of the summer resort 
traffic and the crowds that go up are in- 
creasing as the days grow warmer, 

The Richmond and Danville and the 
Seaboard Air-Line are in a perfect rush of 
business brought on by the summer tourist 
travel. The pleasure seekers who don’t 
go to the beach go to the mountains and 
the Seaboard and the Richmond and Dan- 
ville surely lead to the mountains of the 
south and to the northern beach, too. 

The Richmond ana Danville has issued 
a beautiful little pamphlet setting forth 
the claims of the summer places along this 
popular line and the Seaboard has begun 
the publication of a unique little book, 
which will be issued every month with a 
world of little stories and advertisements 
of the summer resorts in its reach. The 
Seaboard people have been taking a great 
many Atlantians to Old Point Comfort, 
nearly every train being loaded with them. 

The Richmond and Danville has been 
carrying crowded cars to Asheville, Hen- 
dersonville, Mount Airy and the many de- 
lightful resorts along its route. The 
crowds seem to get larger as the days go 
by and the passenger folks of the road 
have their hands full to be sure. 

All of the roads are doing a great pas- 
senger business this year. The summer 
tourist traffic is very much greater this 
year than it was last, owing to the death 
blow to summer resorts by the world’s 
fair last season. The hotels’ suffered 
greatly last season and many of the 
owners went broke, but they are making it 
good this year. Reports from all of the 
places show that the patronage is much 
greater than it has been for a number of 
years. 

There seems to be no special favorite 
place. All of the resort lands seem to 
have equal attractions for the Atlanta 
pleasure seekers this season. The beach 
at Cumberland holds a vast throng from 
this city, and so does the seashore at Old 
Point Comfort. The hotels at Old Point 
are crowded with Atlanta people and the 
company is increasing every day at that 
place. 

The past week has brought such a spell 
of warm weather the people are flocking 
out to the mountaius and the seashore in 
a great hurry. The season this year was 
rather late, owing to the tardiness with 
which the warm weather came on. The 
late cold waves that killed crops also 
killed hopes of the hotel manipulators, for 
awhile. The cheap rates went into effect 
about the lst of May, but the roads did 
not get much benefit then until about the 
lst of June, on account of the late cold 
weather. 

Thus all of a sudden the season was 
thrust upon the pleasure seekers and the 
hotels are getting their company with such 
a rush it is hard for some of them to 
meet the crowds as tlHey should be met. 

The summer rates will hold good until 
the autumn leaves grow yellow and. the 
people who desire to go to the lands of 
delight, health and pleasure need be in 
no particular hurry, except for the heat, 
which seems already to have come. 

The rates are about the same as have 
been allowed all along each summer sea- 
son by the Southern Passenger Association. 
They will be good until September. 

And, before they expire countless thou- 
sands of city people will have hied them- 
selves off to the blue mountain tops or the 
pearly sands of the beach. They are al- 
ready flocking en masse to the gay and 
blissful summer lands.

A Silver Lining to the Clouds. 

Mr. Henry Allen thinks there is a silver 
lining to the clouds overhanging the rail- 
ways of this country at the present time.

A Terrible Plague. 

The reports of the frightful ravages 
of the plague in the seaports of China 
are alarming. The New York Sun de- 
clares that it is the Black Death which 
has raged in Europe many times during 
the past two thousand years. ,It was 
very destructive in the time of Trojan. 
It killed 61,000,000 people in the four- 
teenth century. In 1656, when it vis- 
ited Naples, 30,000 people died. In 1665 
it turned London into a charnel house 
and killed 69,000 people in a few months. 
The Sun says: 

The symptoms of the disease as it ap- 
pears there are fever, headache, glandular 
swellings in the neck, armpits and groins, 
nosebleed, and hemorrhagic spots upon the 
skin. Death takes place in 80 to 9 per 
cent of the cases, and usually’ within 
forty-eight hours. This is the classical 
description, in fact, of the plague, or, as it 
is variously known the Black Death, the 
great death, the bubo-plague. We com- 
mented upon its appearance in the autumn 
of 1892 in Turkestan, where 1,300 people died 
of the disease in a small town in six days. 
It is the most frightful of all contagious 
yet one with which our modern 
civilization is totally unfamiliar. The 
pathologists and bacteriologists have not 
studied it, because it has been apparently 
extinct. At least it has not made its ap- 
pearance in any region where a scientific 
student has been enabled to study it. Con- 
sequently we know almost nothing of its 
cause or manner of propagation. * * * 

The Black Death visited Toulon in 1721, 
destroying one-third of the population. 
Its last appearance in Europe was in 
1840-41, in Turkey and Dalmatia. European 
physicians of some skill were enabled to 
Study it in Egypt from 1832-45, but that 
was before the science of bacteriology was 
dreamed of. Since then it has occasionally 
broken out in western Asia, on the Eu- 
phrates in 1867-73, in Bagdad in 1876, on 
the Tigris in 1877, and in some parts of 
Mesopotamia in 1884. There was a mild 
visitation on the banks of the Volga in 
1878, and several European governments 
sent medical commissions there to investi- 
gate it, but it had disappeared before they 
arrived. We have already referred to its 
prevalence in one or two villages in Tur- 
kKestan in 1592, 

The presence of this frightful. scourge 
in China is a menace to every country 
in the world, because in these days com- 
merece brings all nations in contact with 
one another. It would not be surprising 
if the pestilence should spread to the 
Pacitic coast of North and South Amer- 
ica, and it is plainly the duty of our 
health officials to take every possible 
precaution to prevent it from entering 
our ports. The unexpected is always 
happening, and the fact that the Black 
Death has never been known in Amer- 
ica does not make it certain that it will 
not visit us sometime. 
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Good for Louisiana. 

To Louisiana belongs the honor of 
being the first state to endorse the At- 
lanta exposition through its legislature. 
The resolutions passed by that body last 
Wednesday ask the Louisiana congress- 
men to vote for the pending government 
appropriation and authorize a state ex- 
hibit to be made at the exposition. 

It is well to have this endorsement 
from a state in the far south, and it is 
safe to say that many other states will 
follow suit when their legislatures meet. 

No enterprise of its character has ever 
received such cordial support from pub- 
lic men, the press and the people. The 
Louisiana legislature, like many of the 
great business organizations which have 
acted, was unanimous, and it-is proba- 
ble that the same spirit will be mani- 
fested everywhere. Our Washington 
advices indicate that there will be no 
opposition to the appropriation in the 
senate, and the house is expected to do 
the right thing. 

The outlook for the exposition is as 
bright as could be desired. The whole 
country is clamoring for it, and the 
Spanish-American nations have notified 
us that they are coming to Atlanta next 
year with the finest and fullest line of 
exhibits that have ever been sent out 
from those countries. 

As soon as a few details are settled 
an army of toilers will go to work on 
the exposition buildings and grounds. 


What the English Think of Us. 

A London special to The New York 
Herald states that Ida B. Wells, the 
Memphis mulatto, is horrifying all 
England with her tales of the daily 
lynchings of worthy, hard-working ne- 
groes in the south. ‘ 

But the English know very little 
about our people, the extent of-our terri- 
tory and our form of government. At 
some of their mass meetings they have 


recently passed resolutions urging the 


New York legislature to stop the lynch- 
ings in Georgia and Texas. Some of 
the resolutions proudly boast that no 
negroes are ever lynched in England. 

It is a hopeless task to argue seriously 
with people who are the victims of so 
much ignorance, prejudice and misin- 
formation. Lynching is a bad thing, of 
course, but it is not confined to the 
south. Men have been lynched for 
crimes against women in New York and 
Texas, in New Jersey and California. 
In such cases the people slay the mon- 
sters as soon as they are canght because 
they are unwilling to await the slow and 
uncertain course of legal justice. The 
Pnglish. lynch no negroes in England 
because they have no negro population 
furnishing the class of criminals we 
have to deal with here. What they 


| would do if they had them. is indicated 


in south Africa who take the law into 
their own bands, and slaughter negro 
criminals wherever they find them, 
with the certainty of being acquitted 
by the courts and sustained by public 
opinion. Just why the English protest 
against our occasional lynchings and 
say nothing 2bout their own lynchings 
in their African colonies is a mystery. 
Their request to the New York legisla- 
ture to lynching in Georgia 
and Texas is about as much to the point 
as it would be for a meeting in this 
country to ask the lord mayor of London 
to enforce the laws in the south African

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A Proper Rebuke. 

When Professor Herron, of 
Towa college, delivered the conmence- 
ment oration at the University of Ne- 
braska last week he fell into a_ pessi- 
mistic strain that must have delighted 
the anarchists in his audience, if any 
were present. Among other things he 
said: 

The most e¢ignificant fact in society today 
is that it turns to the mind of Christ as 
the ideal for humanity. If this ideal could 
be attained it would bring unity of the 
masses. The living Christ is the real king 
of America. The Christian state will be 
the organized democracy. Americans are 
not democratic, either socially or political- 
ly. In a pure democracy the people will be 
their own representative. The Christian 
state will be the organized economy of the 
people, The great trouble with our sys- 
tem of government is the over-production 
of middlemen. The system of wages is a 
system of slavery. There can be no equal- 
ity till there are no more hirelings. Our 
State will be the organized law of the 
people. The aim of law is the education 
ot men in these questions which unite them 
in the right. At no time since the age of 
the Roman state has law received so much 
attention as today. Yet all know there is 
no justice in the courts, If there is an- 
archy everywhere, it had its origin in the 
courts. Christian organization in the state 
would be perfection, while anarchy would 
be its destruction. God sent this American 
nation to be an example to other nations of 
the earth. We have failed. We have for- 
saken our trust. We are a fallen nation. 
Except the nation repent’ it cannot sv§- 
vive. We: must prepare the way for the 
Christian state and for the kingship of 
God, 

The references to Christ and the Chris- 
tian state may have deceived some of 
the thoughtless, but Governor Crounse 
was quick to perceive the dangerous 
drift of the orator’s talk, and when the 
professor sat down the governor took 
the platform and said: 

Owing to a better digestion or other rea- 
son, I take a more cheerful or optimistic 
view of things than the gentleman who 
addressed you at length, and I feel called 
upon to repudiate what he has said as un- 
warranted in fact and damaging and dis- 
couraging to the youth just entering upon 
the battle of life. I do not believe that 
this country is wholly bad and tottering 
on the verge of destruction. I do not agree 
with him that our courts are bad; that 
they are cesspools of corruption and the 
founts of anarchy. Neither do I believe 
that Coxey and his followers are the high- 
est types of American citizenship. I believe 
our institutions are the grandest and the 
best system of government, the best ever 
known or devised. Contrary, too, to what 
has been insinuated, this is a government 
of majorities and not of minorities. The 
stream does not rise higher than its source. 
If Henry George, Johann Most, Lucy Par- 
sons and my friend, the speaker, should 
by chance be elected to my place it is your 
duty to obey them, but there is no danger 
of such being elected; but if they should, 
they must be recognized until the people, 
through the ballot box, turn them out. 
Not only as citizens, but as soldiers, your 
duty is to teach and observe the lessons of 
obedience. 

These are the views of a sensible and 
a patriotic optimist, and they are worth 
a thousand times more than the senti- 
mental socialistic twaddle of Professor 
Herron. The most mischievous apostle 
of discontent is the scholarly man who 
favors a mild brand of anarchy and 
quotes scripture to bolster it up. When 
college professors stand up and say that 
there is no justice in the courts and 
that anarchy has its origin there it is 
time to call a halt. All such talk should 
be sternly rebuked.

Storrs was not at all perturb- 
ed by the proceeding, As soon as the con- 
stables had departed he turned to the cm- 
barrassed guest and remarked: ‘‘Your lerd- 
ship, pardon this interruption—this blas- 
phemous interference with the lord’s sup- 
per?”’

Professor J. J. Kilpatrick, of EBufanla, 
Exonerated in the Police Court. 


HE DiDN’T KNOW ATLANTA'S STREETS. 


Conductor Harris Tells About the Trip 
irom Macon—W bat His Young Lady 
Assistant Had to Say. 


The trial of Professor J. J. Kilpatrick, 
of Eufaula, whose arrest, Thursday night, 
upon the charge of being drunk and dis- 
orderly, so much excitement in 
educational circles, took place yesterday 
afterenoon. : 

After hearing exhaustive testimony and 
a full statement of the affair from the 
professor and from the young lady in 
whose company he was when he was ar- 
rested, Recorder Calhoun decided that the 
evidence failed to sustain the charge and 
dismissed the case altogether. 

When the case was called a large crowd 
attracted by the prominence of the parties 
and the sensational features of the affair, 
was present, 

It was with a determined and self-as- 
sured air that the young lady, who it de- 
veloped is a teacher in the Eufaula schools, 
waiked into the courtroom and took a 
chair beside Chief Connolly. During the 
whole of the proceedings she preserved the 
same calm, lady-like mien, 

Detective Wooten outlined the basis of 
the charge against Professor Kilpatrick. 

Hie said that at half-past 7 o’clock Thurs- 
day evening he and Detective Cason re- 
sponded to a telephone message from 
Griffin which asked that a detective meet 
the Central train at 8 o’clock. When the 
train arrived Conductor Harris pointed out 
Professor Kilpatrick and the young lady, 
and asked that they be watched. The pair 
left the carshed and walked up Alabama 
street. The young lady would frequently 
stop and seemed to be arguing with her 
companion. 

They walked up West Alabama street. 
After passing the icehouse the young lady 
stopped. At this juncture the detectives 
interrupted the promenade and _ escorted 
the man to the station house where the 
charge of drunk and disorderly was en- 
tered.
